After a tour by Hugh Jones, Director of Republic Airport, Mr. Jones gave an overview of
Republic airport and the land around it. Some of the possible projects included two (2) Marriott



Hotels and an ice hockey rink.

DIRECTOR’'S REPORT/CORRESPONDENCE:

Director Ides informed the Commission that an gppointment has been laid on the table for Lisa
Grenci representing the Town of East Hampton replacing Commissioner Thorsen.  Letters from the
Dark Sky Society, Montauk Property Owners Assoc. and Concerned Citizens of Montauk have been
received supporting her appointment.

He aso updated the Commission on the following:

The County Legidature has approved the acquisition of the AVR Property. It consss of 250
acresin Y gphank known as Fox Lair.

The Legidature also approved the Magter List of Acquisition Sites identifying 5,000 acres of land
for targeted first priority acquistion efforts by the County, of which 4,000 acres are open space
drinking water protection sites and 1,000 are for farmland.

The County Executive has put together a Workforce Housng Commission and the County
Planning Department is serving as staff . The towns have been asked for their recommendations for
housing Stes.

The Department of Red Edate had an auction in July. The sale of 19 parcels brought in 5.2
million dollars. Another auction is tentatively scheduled in November.

The next meding Suffolk County Planning Commisson mesting will be hed in Greenport a
12:00 at Claudio’'s restaurant on August 4.

PUBLIC PORTION DISCUSSION:

Presentations were made by Rondd Verbarg and DeWitt Davies, Suffolk County Planning
Department, on the “2001 Exigting Land Use Inventory” and a updated presentation by Peter




Lambert, dso of the Planning Department, on the increase in office buildings and hotds, induding
bed and breskfast.

COMMISSIONERS ROUNDTABLE:
Commissioner Holmes thanked Andy Freleng for information he compiled regarding tree cutting
provisons.

Commissoner Caraciolo informed the Commisson that everything was going very well with
the Visonary Project but the Baboni-DiNapoli affordable housing bill is not going to be passed by
the Senate.

Commissioner Petersen told the Commission that on July 13, Brookhaven would hold a public
hearing on the J6 zoning, TDR program, smal lot ordinance, multi-family, planned retirement
community and the Montauk Highway Corridor.

Commissioner London said that the LI Regiona Housing Partnership is trying to come up with
a definitive number on affordable housng. Also, there is a red push to widen Rte. 27 to the
Hamptons. Commissioner London extended his invitation to members of the Planning Commisson
to attend the Hampton Classic to the Hampton Classic which runs from August 31 to September 4,
2004.
